Speaker Before Federation
of Arts Commends Ameri-

can Academy There.
An appeal to members of the AmericanFederation of Arts, twelfth annualconvention of which closed

today here, to spread the knowledge
of the opportunity offered ambitious
youth Uje the American Academy in
Rome was voiced by Charles D. Norton.one of its trustees, at the morningsession at the Corcoran Gallery
of Art.
"The academy belongs to every

American and every boy ought to
realize that the prize of a three-year
stay in Rome, with all that this impliesin the way of study and atmosphere,is open for his winning,"
said Mr. Norton, whose remarks were
supplemented lry William A. Boring,
treasurer of the academy and professorof architecture in its faculty.

School for Dinabled Soldiers.

characterized by the president of the
federation as "a noble enterprise,"

an association of artists organized
